Above is a partial view of our greenhouse where germination tests are made. Each bench is specially 
equipped with heat to suit any variety of seed planted. Some seeds need more heat than others, so we sow 
them according to the heat supply that is available 
from beneath the benches. We prefer to use this 
method after experimenting for several years, as it 
is possible for us to determine the vitality of any 
seed by using this method. It ts much easier to use 
the machine method but we prefer to put extra 
work on this important “testing of seeds.’’ 300 or 
400 seeds are used, according to variety. The 
benches are made up of 1 inch of stable manure on 
the bottom or base, to attract and hold heat, then 2 
inches of virgin soil is used, rather rough, and 
finally 1 mch of sieved soil. A key or check is used 
for each variety of seed planted. The key must be 
one that has been tested and proved to be 80%. 
Abbott Jr. is experienced and is responsible for all 
germination tests.

Plow or spade the Iawn area to a depth of 6 inches, provided this is 
not deeper than the top-soil; then disc or rake the ground until it is 
thoroughly pulverized. It should be leveled off with a graduai slope 
from the house to insure satisfactory surface drainage. 

Apply complete plant-food, preferably Vigoro, at the rate of 4 pounds 
for each 100 square feet, and work it lightly mto the surface soil with a 
rake. Then sow half the seed crosswise and half lengthwise for uniform 
distribution. If the area is small, the distribution of Vigoro or other 
plant-food may be made by hand, but for the larger areas it is more 
practicable that a spreader be used.
